An  Act  of  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  Stat. 187)  as 
.amended,  known  as  the  Lacey  Act,  provides,  among  other 
things,  that  it  snail  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm, 
corporation,  or  association  to  deliver  or  knowingly  re- 
ceive for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to 
ship,  transport,  or  carry  by  any  means  whatever,  from  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to,  into, 
or  through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  any  wild  animal  *  *  * 
or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof  imported  from  a  foreign 
country  contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  cap- 
tured, killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  con- 
trary to  any  such  law,  or  captured  killed,  taken,  shipped, 
transported,  carried,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  con- 
trary to  the  law  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District 
of  Columbia,  or   foreign  country  or  State,  Province  or 
other  subdivision  thereof  in  which  it  was  captured j  kill- 
ed, taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed,  or  in  which  it 
was  delivered  or  knowingly  received  for  shipment,  trans- 
portation, or  carriage,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried;  *  *  * 

The  Act  further  provides  that  all  packages  or  con- 
tainers in  which  such  animals  or  parts  thereof  are  ship- 
ped, transported  or  carried  shall  be  plainly  and  clearly 
marked  or  labeled  on  the  outside  thereof  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consignee  and  an  ac- 
curate statement  showinp;  by  number  and  kind  the  contents 
thereof. 

Each  evasion  or  violation  of  the  net  subjects  the 
offender,  upon  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  raore  than 
$1,000,  or  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  6  months,  or 
both. 

An  amendment  of  June  15,  1935  (49  Stat.  380)  con- 
fers upon  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  au- 
thorized to  enforce  the  Act,  power  to  arrest  any  person 
committing  a  violation  of  the  Act  in  his  presence  or 
view,  and  also,  under  warrant,  to  search  for  and  to 
seize  any  wild  animals  or  the  dead  bodies  or  parts  there- 
of shipped,  transported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the 
Act.
